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REMARKS 

The Examiner required restriction of the application as follows: 
Group I: Claims 56-58 and 60-62, drawn to a method and system for 
processing payment requests and transmitting payment instructions; 
Group II: Claims 59 and 64, drawn to a method and system for receiving 
a set of payment requests and processing at least one of: identifying a payee, 
determining a remittance center, and altering an account number; and 
Group III: Claims 63 and 65, drawn to a system for transmitting payment 
requests and processing at least one of merchant identification; account 
ranging; and account scheming. 
The Applicants hereby elect Group II, Claims 59 and 64. All other claims are hereby withdrawn.
